X  Phyfe  would  be  merely  a  repetition  of  the  eulogy  given  by  Charles 
Over  Cornelius  in  his  excellent  work,  "Furniture  Masterpieces  of 
Duncan  Phyfe",  published  in  1922,  in  which  are  illustrated  several  of  the 
pieces  described  in  this  catalogue.  Connoisseurs  of  early  American  furni- 
ture, in  their  search  for  purity  of  design  combined  with  first  class  cabinet 
work  and  choice  of  woods  used,  are  unanimous  in  placing  Duncan  Phyfe 
in  the  foremost  position  of  all  early  American  cabinet  and  chair  makers. 
This  is  the  more  remarkable  when  one  takes  into  consideration  his  com- 
paratively late  arrival  upon  the  scene  (at  a  period  when  a  general  de- 
cadence in  furniture  design  had  already  made  its  appearance),  and  the 
splendid  creations  of  his  predecessors  working  in  Philadelphia  and  Rhode 
Island.  In  the  creation  of  a  popular  knowledge  of  this  cabinetmaker,  Mrs. 
Benkard  and  the  late  Mr.  Benkard  have  had  a  prominent  part.  Their 
combined  endeavors  in  this  field  have  resulted  in  their  acquisition  of  im- 
portant examples  of  Phyfe's  work,  some  of  which  are  to  be  seen  in  the 
American  Wing  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  while  others  have  been 
exhibited  at  the  Grade  Mansion  and  elsewhere.  Mrs.  Benkard  has  now 
in  her  possession  documented  pieces  by  Duncan  Phyfe  which  were  pur- 
chased directly  from  his  workshop  by  her  ancestors.  It  can  be  safely  said 
that  not  since  the  dispersal  of  the  Alexander  M.  Hudnut  Collection  has 
such  a  fine  group  of  Phyfe  furniture  been  offered  at  auction. 

Much  interest  will  be  aroused  by  the  group  of  Sandwich  glass  dolphin 
candlesticks  in  colors,  collected  by  Mrs.  Benkard  years  before  the  "decline" 
of  popular  enthusiasm  for  much  of  the  glass  produced  by  the  Sandwich 
Glass  Works.  The  samples  offered  are  probably  unique  of  their  kind.  A 
group  of  historical  blue  platters  and  plates;  some  Oriental  Lowestoft 
porcelain;  Sheffield  plate;  engravings  in  colors;  marine  objects;  and  some 
items  of  Washing-toniana  complete  this  most  interesting  and  varied 
collection.
